R. D. Garvin, cashier, told a re- 
porter that Carl had worked at the 
bank for 15 years and had been 
considered wholly dependable. Carl 
was discharged. when finding of a 
shortage in one account led to dis- 
covery of the alleged embezzle- 
ment. Garvin said Carl had with- 
held deposits from large checking 
accounts over a period of less than 
six months. 
Carl is 33 years old and married.

House Committee Submits 
Recommendations With 
Report by Dr. Splawn 
After Year’s Research. 


LARGE INTERESTS

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.— 
Prompt enactment of a law to 
Place railroad holding companies 
under the jurisdiction of the In- 


terstate Commerce Commission 
was advocated in the House today 
by Parker (Rep.), New York, 


chairman of its Interstate Com- 
merce Committee. 

The recommendation was made 
in a speech in connection with the 
submission of an exhaustive report 
on the committee’s investigation 


begun a year ago at the insiance 
of the commission, which com- 
plained it was without power to 
prevent rail consolidations through 
holding companies. 

Parker proposed an amendment 
to the Interstate Commerce act, 
suggesting that when it is passed 
“it should be made very clear that 
it does not give immunity to any 
company which before the effec- 
tive date of the amendment had 
acquired contro] of some railroad 
in violation of an existing statute.” 

Suggests Legislation. 

The commission had urged the 
inquiry with a view to determin- 
ing what legislation was necessary 
to bring about supervision of the 
railroads which have undergone 
many changes in control through 
holding company mergers in the 
past 10 years. 

Parker said that the Interstate 
Commerce Commission would soon 
have to consider the projected 
consolidations of eastern trunk 
lines into four large systems, in- 


jcluding the Van Sweringen lines, 


the Pennsylvania, New York Cen- 
tral and the Baltimore & Ohio. 

“If there should be undue delay 
in coming to the commission with 
the proposed applications of the 
four systems,” he said, “if there 
should continue to be striving alft- 
er selfish advantage and hesitancy 
in submitting the issues to the 
commission, then the Congress 
may find it necessary to clothe 
the commission with undoubted 
power to compel divestiture of the 
ownership of railway stock where 
the commission would find that 
such ownership had been acquired 
without the commission’s approval 
and was being continued con- 
trary to the commission’s finding 
of what is in the public interest.” 

Three Recommendations. 

The report, compiled under the 
direction of Dr. W. M. W. Splawn, 
former president of Texas Univer- 
sity, is the most elaborate study 
ever conducted into the railroads 
by a Congressional committee. Dr. 
Splawn submitted three recommen- 
dations. 

The first is a proposed amend- 
ment to the Interstate Commerce 
act to “bringy within the jurisdic- 
tion of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission for approval or disap- 
proval any acquisition of the con- 
trol of a railroad which .would re- 
sult.in bringing that road into affi- 
liation with, in control of, or under 
the management of another rail- 
road, whether the acquisition be by 
holding company or otherwise.” 

The second was that at the next 
session, the Interstate Commerce 
Committee “shall give considera- 
tion to whether or not legislation 
is necessary to deal with any past 
acquisitions of railway properties 
such as are disclosed in this report, 
and which have not had the ap- 
proval of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission as being in the public 
interest.” 

The third would broaden the 
scope of, the investigation author- 
ized b the House “to include all 
holding companies engaged in in- 
terstate commerce.” 

Further Inquiry Proposed. 

Splawn found that the use of the 
holding company had been more 
varied in other fields and suggested 
the continued investigation, be- 
cause holding companies were not 
confined to railroads in interstate 
transportation. 

Parker told the House the report 
was only partial and that since the 
investigation into holding com- 
panies had been started that all of 
them operating in interstate com- 
merce should be studied. Splawn 
explained that it had been impos- 
sible to com plete the investigation 
in this Congress.

Prisoners Confess, Naming 
Companions — Chicago 
Cabaret Performer Says 
He Arranged the Raid. 


When four Negroes held up the 
Easton-Taylor Trust Co. at 4474 
Easton avenue yesterday afternoon, 
Detective-Lieutenant Llra L. Cooper, 
chief of the Negro squad, forgot 
his vacation and plunged into the 
business of running down the rob- 
bers. 

The result was that two of tre 
robbers are in custody today, $1967 
of the $6300 loot has been re- 
covered and Cooper is on the trail 
of the two other robbers, named in 
confessions by the prisoners, rank 
and Zelather Taylor, filashily- 
dressed brothers, who described 
themselves as Chicago cabaret en- 


tertaiuers. 

Through a process of simple and 
direct logic, Cooper and his men 
found three of the robbers in a 
Jefferson avenue hotel less than 
three hours after the holdup and 
captured Zelather faylor while his 
companions jumped from a second- 
floor’ window and escaped. Frauk 
Tayior, leader of the gang, was 
captured at Centralia, Til., at mid- 
night. 

How Detective Figured It Out. 

The sketchy description of two 
Negroes flashily dressed and the 
fact that the robbers fled in 1n 
Essex coach with an Illinois li- 
cense was the basis for Cooper’s 
deductions. 

St. Louis Negroes would not have 
an Illinois car, Cooper decided, 
hence they were from out of town, 
hence they would stay at a hotel, 
preferably a hotel with a conveni- 
ent garage where the car could be 
hidden. 

The Booker Washington at 203 
North Jefferson avenue is the only 
Negro hotel with an inside garage. 
Cooper and his men went directly 


there. 
“Any strangers with a machine 


here today?’ Cooper asked the 
clerk. 
“Yes, three just came in,” was 


the reply. “They are in 207 and 
211> The car is in the basement.” 

Cooper and Detective Middle- 
brook went to Room 211; Detec- 
tive Johnson and Crooks to 207. 
Cooper heard a scuffling inside and 
went for the hotel’s master key. 
Johnson heard a voice, “Who’s 
there?” 

“It's-a bell boy,” Johnson replied. 
“T have something to tell you.” 


Money and Weapons Found.

If Information Is Offered

Gerk Says Bank President 
Assured Him Two Days 
Ago No Negotiations 
Were in Progress. 


Circuit Attorney Franklin Miller, 
when informed today that the 
stolen Grand National Bank bonds 
had been recovered, said: 

‘““At present the case has no offi- 
cial status so far as this office is 
concerned. [ can only say, as I 
have said before, that if I receive 
evidence from responsible sources 
indicating that an investigation is 
necessary then I will make the in- 
vestigation. At this time I have 
received no evidence. . 

“The fact that Myers (the in- 
surance company official) returned 
the bonds to Mays (the bank presi- 
dent) does not constitute a crime. 
It is only natural for them to pay 
for getting the bonds back. That 
is not a crime so long aS no agree- 
ment w&s made to protect the 
thieves from prosecution. 

“If anyone made any promises 
to protect the thieves or withhold 
information or stay away from 
court, it is compounding a felony. 
If there were any evidence of such 
an agreement, I would have to 
have evidence ,that the agreement 
was made in my jurisdiction. If 
there is evidence that the felony 
was compounded it is a matter for 
the grand jury.” 

No Authority to Impound. 

In a telephone conference, Mil- 
ler advised Chief of Police Gerk 
that he had no authority to im- 
pound the bonds as Chief of De- 
tectives Kaiser had ordered. How- 
ever, he sent Assistant Circuit At- 
torney Lennon to the First Na- 
tional Bank with Chief Kaiser to 
assist in making an inventory of 
the bonds before they were turned 


over to President Mays of the 
Grand National Bank. 
Chief of Police Gerk, follow- 


ing his conversation with Miller, 
said: 

“Both the insurance company 
and Mays: yhave repeatedly as- 
sured us that no negotiations what- 
ever have heen in progress look- 
ing towards recovery of these stol- 
en bends. As late as two days ago 
both denied that negotiations were 
in progress. 

Investigation to Go On. 

“Now we are informed that 
these bonds are about to be turned 
over to their owners. What ac- 
tion will be taken I cannot pre- 
dict at this time. Our principal 
interest is in how the bonds got 
back to the insurance company. 
Our investigation will go on.” 

Chief Kaiser, after a brief visit 
to the First National Bank’s vault, 
where he made cursory inspection 
of the securities, said: ., 

“I didn’t talk about the bonds 
with either Myers or Mays. I didn't 
think it would be any use. They 
had promised to notify this depart- 
ment if any negotiations were at- 
tempted. The department was not 
notified. You can draw your own 
conclusions. 

“Myers told Lieut. Coakley that 
he does not know how the bonds 
got back, that the negotiations 
were carried on by lawyers for the 
insurance company and the Grand 
BWationail Bank.” 

A. A Alexander, counse)] for the 
insurance company, told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that he did not 
participate in any way in the nego- 
tiations for the return of the bonds, 
Charles G. Revelle, former Supreme 
Court Judge, counsel] for the bank, 
could not be reached.

SAYS BILL COVERED 
ONLY NEW BUILDINGS 


Memorandum Referred to 
by Blaine Discloses Sec- 
retary Kellogg Assailed 
Lease Before Cabinet.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—The 
Jate James W. Good, who was the 
Western manager of the Hoover 
campaign for the presidency in 
1928 and later became Secretary of 
War in the Hoover Cabinet, was 
mentioned again today, at the Sen- 
ate Committee’s hearing on post- 
office leases, as the influential man 
behind the scenes in the matter of 
the excessive rent paid by the Gov- 
ernment on the St. Paul commer- 
cial postal station. 

With former Postmaster-General 
Harry S. New again on the witness 
stand, the committee chairman, 
Blaine of Wisconsin, introduced 
evidence designed to show a com- 
placent attitude on New’s part to- 
ward the St. Paul lease and to 
show “Jim Good” at that time a 
Chicago lawyer, in the role of pro- 
tecting the lease against govern- 
mental action. 

Changed at Instance of Good. 

It was in New’s administration 
and at the instance of Good that 
the lease in 1925 was made non- 
cancellable. The consideration to 
the Government for dropping the 
termination clause was a reduction 
in rent from $120,775 a year to 
120,000, on a building which was 
later valued in court proceedings 
at $334,000. 

A Federal grand jury at St. Paul 
in 1928 branded the lease as taint- 
ed with fraud. Charges have been 
made that Republican politica] in- 
fluences brought about the aban- 
donment of the grand jury inquisi- 
tion, lest it prove hurtful to the 
party’s chances in the 1928 cam- 
paign. 

The name of Good, who was the 
lawyer for the lessor of the St. Paul 
site, was brought in by Blainé at 
numerous stages of the testimony, 
which again was marked by sharp 
clashes between Blaine and New 
and between Blaine and Conserva- 
tive Republican members of the 
committee who objected to the 
chairman's methods. 

New testified the other day that 
in his annual reports as Postmas- 
ter-Gtneral under Harding and 
Coolidge, he had repeatedly recom- 
mended that the Government get 
away from the whole system of 
leasing buildings. 

Recommendation of Lord. 

Today Blaine called his atten- 
tion pointedly to a letter which 
Gen. Herber M. Lord, then the 
Budget Director, wrote to New in 
October, 1926, calling attention to 
the excessive rent on the St. Paul 
property, estimated by Lord to be 
26 per cent of the value, and sug- 
gesting that steps be taken toward 
the acquisition of the property by 
the Government. Lord added that 
he might feel impelled to advance 
some proposition of that kind him- 
self, in the interest of econumy. 

To a series of sharp questions, 
New replied that he could not re- 
call having taken any steps to 
acquire the property as Lord had 
recommended, 

“You told Congress that the 
leasing policy of the Government 
Was extravagant but you did noth- 
ing after you got Gen. Lord's let- 
ter,"’ challenged Blaine. 

New repljed that the public 
building bill of 1926 gave authority 
only for the erection of new build- 
ings, not for the purchase of old 
ones. He said that Gen. Lord, with 
whom he probably had consulted 
Orally about the matter, was ac. 
quainted with every detail of the 
St. Paul lease. He introduced a 
letter in which Lord, on the eve 
of his retirement as Postmaster. 
General, expressed deep regret that 
he was leaving office and appraised 
his public service in high terms. 

“Do you think,” demanded New 
vehemently, “that Gen. Lord, as 
exacting and conscientious a public 
servant as ever lived, would have 
written that letter to a man who 
had deceived him or who had triea 
to wrong the Government?”

MAI-GEN. €. L. IRWIN 
DIES ON SHIP AT SEA 


Former Commandant at Jeffer- 
son Barracks Led Artillery 
Brigade in World War.

PANAMA CITY, Feb. 20.—The 
death yesterday of Major-General 
George Leroy Irwin, a noted: Amer- 
ican artillery officer, was disclosed 
in a telegrair. received by Major- 
General Preston Brown, command- 
ing the Panama Canal Department 
of the United States Army. 3 

Gen. Irwin, who was 62 years 
old, died aboard the Italian liner 
Virgilio at Port of Spain, Trinidad, 
while on the way to the Canal 
Zone to resume his divisional com- 
mand. Three months ago he was 
very ill when he left on a vacation, 
which was spent in Europe. 

Gen. Irwin was graduated from 
West Point in 1889, becoming a 
Second Lieutenant in the Field Ar- 
tillery the same year. Thereafter. 
he stayed principally with the ar- 
tillery, advancing through the va- 
rious grades to a Major Generalcy. 
He was with the volunteer regi- 
ments in the Spanish-American 
War and in the World War com- 
manded the Forty-first Infantry di- 
vision and later the Sixty-sixth, 
Second and Fifty-seventh Field 
Artillery brigades. 


Gen. Irwin, then a@ Colonel was 
in command at Jefferson Barracks 
from November, 1916, to the fol- 
lowing July.

“I claim 
the right to respectful considera- 
tion,’’ he said. “I’ve lived 70-odd 
years, and my reputation for truth 
is pretty well known.” 

In the memorandum referred to, 
New said he had been assured by 
the Secretary of the Treasury that 
the policy of the Government with 
regard to leasing Postoffice sta- 
tions had not been interferred with 
by the public building bill of that 
year. He said he brought up the 
matter in Cabinet so that the Pres- 
ident might express himself. There 
was tacit agreement in the Cabinet 
with the Mellon interpretation. 

Lease Denounced By Kellogg. 

Incidentally, the memorandum 
disclosed that Frank B. Kellogg of 
Minnesota, then the Secretary of 
State, denounced the lease at. the 
Cabinet meeting. New explained 
to him, the memorandum added, all 
that had been done in connection 
with the lease, from the time of its 
inception in the Burleson admin- 
istration. 

Going back to the Lord letter of 
1926, Blaine asked the witness if 
he did not'communicate with Good 
regarding the Budget Director's 
suggestion. New said he could not 
recall having done so. 

“Did Good call on you in con- 
nection with the ,matter?” Blaine 
asked. 

“I don’t know that he did,” re- 
plied New. He protested warmly 
that he could not be expected to 
recall all the details of happenings 
four or five years ago. 

“Don't you know that he did?” 
pursued Blaine. 


Heard Good Took Up Matter. 

New replied it would be the nat- 
ural inference that he did, as Good 
was the attorney for the St. Paul 
lessor. Later he said h: had heard 
that Good did take up the matter 
with the Budget Director. 

Through a long series of addi- 
tional questions, Blaine wrote into 
the record his own obvious convic- 
tion that Good, personally or 
through his representatives in 
Washington, busied himself exceed-| 
ingly with the St. Paul lease, first 
in getting. it made non-cafcellable 
by the Government and latér in en- 
deavoring to have it maintained 
intact. 

Blaine ihsatebed that under the 
public building bill of 1926, New 
could have purchased the St. Paul 
property for the Government. New 
repeated that this bill provided 
money Only for the erection of new 
structures.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb, 20.— 
Representative W. R. Schneider of 
the Fourth St. Louis District today 
charged in the House that inter- 
ests which were opposing his bill 
regulating one-man street cars in 
St. Louis had offered a St. Louis 


man a bribe of $800 to make a 
false affidavit against him in a re- 


the House. 

Schneider was prevented from 
continuing discussion of his charge 
by a ruling of the Speaker, on a 
point of order that Schneider was 
not discussing the matter before 
the House. Schneider later de- 
clined to name the man, but re- 
peated the bribery charge. 

The House recently dismissed a 
contest of Schneider’s seat which 
had been instituted by Cornelius J. 
O’Brien (Dem.), St. Louis, who was 
defeated for Fourth District Rep; 
resentative in the November elec- 
tion. O’Brien charged Schneider 
had not been a legal resident of 
the district for a year before the 
election, as required by law, and 
asserted Schneider actually resid- 
ed in Ferguson, St. Louis County. 
He maintains a voting residence at 
3606A Finney avenue. The con- 
test was thrown out because it was 
not filed within the time required 
by law and because no evidence 
other than the formal contest pe- 
tition was submitted. 

Refused to “Soft Pedal,” 
Schneider charged at thé time 
that the contest was not instituted 
until after he had refused last De- 
cember, to agree to “soft pédal” the 
one-man street car crew bill, which 
he them was preparing for intro- 
duction in the Legislature. Schnei- 
der is attorney for the street car 
men’s union in St. Louis. 

He said someone came to him in 
December and asked him not to 
press the bill in the Legislature. 
Schneider said he refused to con- 
sent to this and said he would not 
agree to ‘soft pedal’’ the measure. 
The matter came . before the 
House today when Schneider made 
a motion that the one-man crew 
bill, which has been pending in the 
House Committee on Criminal Jus- 
tice since Feb. 2, without a hear- 
ing, be recalled from that commit- 
tee and re-referred to the House 
Committec on Municipal Corpora- 
tions. Schneider said he had becn 
unable to get a hearing from Kep- 
resentative Terrill of Maries 
County, chairman of the commit- 
tee. 

Left in Same Committee. 

The House adopted the motion, 
but subsequently reconsidered it, 
on Terrill’s objection, and left the 
bill in Terrill’s committee. Terrill 
denied he was “sitting on the bill’ 
and said he was willing to have a 
hearing if he could get a quorum 
of the committee together. 

House rules required that a com- 
mittee must hold a hearing and 
make a report on bills referred it, 
within 10 days after the Dill is re- 
ferred. 

Schneider said he could not un- 
derstand why a bill relating to pub- 
lic transportation in a city should 
be referred to the Committee on 
Criminal Justice, which, by House 
rules is charged ,with considering 
bills on revision and reform of 
criminal procedure. He said _ it 
should go to the Committee on 
Municipal Corporations. 

Speaker Nelson, who had _ re- 
ferred the bill, said he had no 


committee, but had considered the 
Committee on Criminal Justice the: 
proper place for the bill to be 
considered.

Chief Kaiser arrived at the bank 
at 12:80 with Assistant Circuit At- 
torney Joseph Lennon and an in- 
ventory’ of the bonds was begun 
by clerks of the First National 
Bank. Returning to Police Head- 
quarters, Chief Kaiser said he 
learned from Coakley that Myers 
had insisted he did not know how 
the bonds were récovered beyond 
the fact that the transaction was 
carried on through attorneys for 
the insurance company and the 
Grand National. 

A. A. Alexunder is attoryey for 
the insurance company and 
Charles G. Revelle, former Su- 
preme Gourt Judge, is attorney for 
the bank. ~ 

Myers, it was said, paid out the 
entire $140,000, received the bonds 
and placed them in the First Na- 
tional’s yault. Walter W. Smith, 
president of the First National 
Bank, declined to discuss the rent-. 
ing of space in the vault, declaring 
it was “customers’ husiness.” 

The only other man connected by

Refers Questions to Myers. 

Charles Miller, president of the

would have to come from Myers. 
Asked if he knew negotiations had 
been under way, he said he did 
not wish to be quoted. 
As has been told in the Post-Dis- 
patch, it was learned that the lIe- 
gal owners of most of the securi- 
ties had been asked during the ne- 
gotiations to share the cost of 
recovery in the form of a 15 per 
cent “restoration charge” and to 
abandon suits against the bank. 

When recovery of the bonds was 
forecast, it was rumored in the 
underworld that the cash, about 
$73,000, and the jewelry, val- 
ued at $61,000, would be re- 
tained by the robbers, and _ that 
stock certificates, the value of 
which is unknown, had been de- 
stroyed. These certificates, orig- 
inally held by the bank as collat- 
eral for customers’ loans, can be 
replaced with duplicates. 

The insurance company already 
has paid $150,000 to the bank ona 


burglary insurance policy. Under, 
the arrangement for the recovery 
for the loot, the Post-Dispatch has 
been told, the bank will make & 
refund to the insurance company. 

Of the securities taken by the 
robbers, $732,546 was announced as 
being the loss of the Grand Na- 
tional Bank itself and of four in- 
terests closely affiliated with the 
bank. 3 

The Grand National Bank, larg- 
est individual loser, submitted a list 
of $241,520 in securities consisting 
of items owned by the bank and 
held by it.as collateral for custom- 
ers’ loans. With few exceptions, 
these securities were negotiable 
bonds. There were several stock 
certificates, unvalued, and a few 
nonnegotiable deeds of trust and 
notes. 

The National Indemnity Ex- 
change, 3820 Washington boule- 
vard, lost $237,000 in bonds. Wil- 
liam H. Morgens, president of the 
Morgens Bros, Cleaning and Dye- 
ing Co., is financially interested in 
and a director of both the bank 
and the insurance exchange. . 

The Continental Life Insurance 
Co. lost $95,000 in bonds. Ed Mays 
is president and principal stock- 
holder of both the bank and the 
Continental company. , 

Muckerman Loss $88,757. 

The Muckerman Investment Co, 
lost bonds valued at $88,757. John 
C. Muckerman, president of. the 
Polar Wave Ice and Fuel Co., is 
a stockholder of the bank. 

Sandel Real Estate and Invest- 
ment Co. Jost bonds valued at 
$70,269. Edwin C. Sanders of the 
Polar Wave company owns a sub- 
stantial block of stock in the 
bank.

Robbery During Bank’s Removal. 

The robbery occurred while the 
Grand National Bank was in course 
of removal from 505 North Grand 
boulevard to its present home in 
the Continental Life Insurance 
Building at 9615 Olive street. The 
17-ton burglar-provf door of the 


safe deposit vault had been re- 
moved tethe new location, and the 
partly dismantied vault, with the 
tiers of boxes detached from the 
wall, was protected oy a t»mporary 
fire door. A police detuil which 
had guarded the partly dismantled 
vault for several weeks had been 
withdrawn at the request of the 
bank’s cashier. | 

‘ The robbers entered at 7 a. m., 
Sunday, May 25, bound the Negro 
janitor and the custodian whom 
they encountered later, and pro- 
ceeded to examine and remove the 
contents of the boxes at their 
leisure. , 

Chief of Police Gerk and Chief 
of Detectives Kaiser expressed the 
opinion that the robbery was an 
“inside job,” that someone in 
the bank’s employ was familiar 
with the robbers’ plans in advance. 
This theory was disputed by Pres- 
ident Mays of the bank. 


Loss First Set at Million. 
Estimates of the total loss grew 
steadily, exceeding $1,000,000 be- 
fore the losers reduced their esti- 
mates to the actual market value 


of the missing securities. The Police 
Department, in its investigation, 
sent lists of stolen securities and 
jewelry to various cities. 

Most of the large losers, includ- 
ing the Muckerman, Sandel and 
National Indemnity companies, 
sued the bank to recover their 
losses, each suit alleging the bank 
was negligent in failing to safe- 
guard the preperty. The bank col- 
lected from the Fidelity & Deposit 
Co., under the terms of its burglary 
insurance policy, partly covering 
its loss of $284,500, and the Conti- 
nental Life Co. took steps to stop 
payment on an issue of hotel bonds 
which was stolen. 


Arrested With Stolen Gold. 
Henry Bostelman,'a former con- 
vict, was arrested July 12 when he 


tried to deposit in the Hamilton 
State Bank $2500, which included 
$1080 in gold coins. The amount 
of gold coins taken in thé Grand 
National robbery was $6480, and 
it was considered an odd circum- 
' stance that $1080 was exactly one- 
sixth of that amount. 

Four bills of $10 and $20 de- 
nomination,-in the money which 
Bostelman offered for deposit, and 
one $2.50 gold coin, were identified 
by tellers of the Grand National 
as having been received by them 
and placed in the teller’s deposit 
box, which was among those 
looted. :

SIERRA LEONE, West Africa, 
Feb. 20.—Out of the jungle of

WESTERN RAILWAYS OPPOSE 
ILLINOIS RIVER BARGE” LINE 


Argue They Can Handle All Traf- 
fic in the State and Water 
Scorvice Is Unnecessary.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—West- 
ern trunk line railroads resumed 
before the Interstate Commerce 
Commission today an attack on the 
proposals of the Inland-Waterways 


Corporation, a Government enter- 
prise, to operate barges on the ll- 
linois River. 

Southern railways attacked the 
proposal as soon as it was made, 
and the representations made _ to 
the commission today by the west- 
ern lines emphasized the objec- 
tions. 

The carriers held the Govern- 
ment’s barge line operations were 
intended to be experimental and 
there was no need for the Illinois 
River extension because it would 
“practically parallel. the barge 
service on the Upper Mississippi 
which the Waterways Corporation 
is now operating.” 

“There is no reasonable ground 
to.hold that railways now in op- 
eration in Ilinois cannot handle 
the traffic,” the railroads argue, 
“and the intervention of water 
service is unnecessary.”

‘DEATH OF WIDOW, 


Mrs. F. A. Klinefelter Died 
of Acute Dilation of 
Heart, Due to Shock and 
Injuries, Autopsy Shows. 


An open verdict was returned 
today at a Coroner’s inquest into 
the death of Mrs. Fleetah A. Kline- 
felter, 62-year-old widew, whose 
body was found Wednesday after- 
noon in her apartment at 5514 
Pershing avenue. 

An autopsy disclosed that Mrs 
Klinefelter died of acute dilation 
of the heart, 2uc to shsck 
juries. In the absence of evidence 
of violence, the Coroner’s jury 
found that death occurred “in a 
manner and from causes unde- 
termined.” 

Sherman Cox, 33 years old, a 
nephew of Mrs. Klinefelter, testi- 
fied te finding the body lymeg on 
a bed on returning from downtown 
shortly after 2 p. m. His aunt 
had been in ill health for years, 
Cox said, havimg suffered a-stroke 
of paralysis some years ago. Ke- 
cently she suffered from chronic 
stomach trouble, and fainted fre- 
quently, Cox testified. 

On ‘Tuesday night she was .nau- 
seated and fell twice in tLe bath- 
room of the apartment, the neph- 
ew said. He hetped her to bed. 
he said, but did not - ascertain 
whether she had suffered any in- 
jury. 

Says She Spoke of Suicide. 

When Cox left the apartment 
Wednesday morning his aunt gave

plaining that she did not want to 
get out of bed to admit him when | 
he returned. His aunt had visited | 
his family in Oklahoma City in 
January, and had asked him to ac- 
company her to St. Louis on her 
return Feb. 2, Cox testified. Sever- 
al days ago she complained of her 
condition, and spoke of suicide, the 
nephew said. 

A nurse from Deaconess Hos- 
pital, summoned by Cox after he 
found the body, testified that Mrs. 
Klinefelter had been ili for the last 
10 years, and recently made _  ar- 
rangements to go to the hospital 
for an abdominal operation. She 
was to have entered the hospital 
this week. 

Policemen told of searching the 
apartment for signs of violence 
without success. The place was 
stacked with old newspapers, mag- 
azines, patent medicine bottles and 
tin cans, all dust covered, the offi- 
cers said. There was a slight stain 
on the pillow on which Mrs. Kline- 
felter’s head had rested, but no 
stains elsewhere. 

Janitor Not Questioned. 

Charles Wilson, Negro janitor, 
formerly employed at the Pershing 
avenue apartment, who, with his 
wife, was detained for questioning 
yesterday, appeared at the inquest 
but was not called as a witness. 
Wilson and his wife were released 
last night after they convinced 
officers they knew nothing of Mrs. 
Klinefelter’s death. The janitor 
told police that he and his wife 
were friendly with the widow, per- 
forming odd jobs in her apart- 
ment. In return for their kind- 
ness Mrs. Klinefelter had promised 
to remember them in her will, 
Wilson said. She made a special 
request that at her death her body 
be cremated and the ashes strewn 
from the Municipal Bridge, Wilson 
related.

MICHIGAN U. FRATERNITY -MEN 

Prosecutor Tells Them Discipline in

ANN ARBOR, Mich., Feb. 20.—

recent raiding of five University of 
Michigan fraternity houses is a 
closed incident. 

Seventy-nine students who were 
to police headquarters when 
Ann Arbor police seized liquor in 
the houses were so informed today 
by County Prosecutor Rapp.

UAUGHT AFTER $8

Albert Frey, an unemployed ice 
wagon driver, heid up a Maple- 
wood grocery shortly after 7 o'clock 


this morning, was pursued by a po- 
liceman who commandeered a 
passing automobile and seriously 
wounded when he resisted arrest 
in a garage at Taylor and Manh- 
chester avenues. 

Frey was leaving his automobile 
leisurely, apparently believing that 
he had shaken off pursuit, when 
Patrolman Harry Blackford of the 
Maplewood police force entered th> 
garage riding on the running board 
of an automobile driven by Floyd 
Finley. an automobfile salesman, of 
6936 Bradley avenue.

Grabs Barrels of Revolvers.

lished that the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission was correct in 
its belief that certain railway sys- 
tems are in desperate competition 
for strategic properties, particular- 
ly in Eastern territory. The acqui- 
sitions of such holding companies 
as the Pennroad Corporation 
(Pennsylvania interestsy and the 
Allegheny Company (Van Swerin- 
gen) are notable instances, 

“The holding company has lent 
itself as a convenient instrumen- 
tality in this terrific struggle be- 
tween the railway giants of the 
East over coveted properties.” 

Interlocking Directorates. 
The report shows 
directorates of different railroads, 
and also points out that many 
prominent financiers, bankers, in- 
surance and other men in various 
businesses were large stockholders 
in the railroads. 

The report reveals far-reaching 
activities of the holding companies 
and investment trust companies, 
particularly the formers’ domina- 
tion of subsidiaries for larger rail- 
roads. In that connection, it’ was 
pointed out that various industries 
controlled several railroads, and 
mentioned mining, lumber, public 
utility, oil dnd manufacturing com- 
panies. 

“The directors or general offi- 
cers of all Class 1 railroads are 
directors of 132 larger banks and 
trust companies,’”’ the report said, 
“a figure which may be compared 
with the total of approximately 
25,000 banks of all descriptions in 
the United States. Of the 182 
banks, 60 have resources of $100,- 
000,000 or more; 34, resources of 
$50,000,000 to $100,000,000, and 88, 
resources between $25,000,000 and 
$50,000,000." It adds they are in 
New York, Philadelphia, Chicago, 
Pittsburg, Boston, San Francisco, 
Baltimore,.

The only witness representing 
the retailers, David van Gelder of 
the National Retail Meat Dealers’ 
Association; testified that this dis- 
parity was due to higher overhead 
posts and the demand for better 
meats. 

Declaring the producers are get- 
ting a smaller percentage of the 
consumers’ dollar than in past 
years, F. E. Mollin, secretary of 
the American National Livestock 
Association, said chain stores had 
increased the marketing costs of 
meat and prevented declines in re- 
tail prices. - 

Capper’s Conclusion. 

As the hearings ended Chairman 
Capper said the testimony indicat- 
ed bread prices are too high and 
milk and meat .prices are higher 
than they should be in some cities. 

There was nothing to show sugar 
prices are out of line, he added. 

The committee chairman said a 
report would be submitted by the 
end of next week.

Cost of Selling Meat. 

Mollin said the cost of selling 
meat has increased out of propor- 
tion with other commodities. He 
presented, figures to show that the 
whoiesale price of meat had fol- 
lowed closely the _ price to the 
farmer, but that there has been a 
widening of the gap between them 
and the retail price since 1920. 

He also said the industry had 
suffered from the “single price sys- 
tem” under which retailers and 
restaurants stick to a price regard- 
less of current market quotations 

In addition, he presented figures 
to show the cost of sirloin steak 
had increased 82 per cent from 
1913 to 1930 while the price of 
farm products jumped 23 per cent, 
wholesale food 40 per cent and all 
retail foods 47 per cent. Other 
meats, he said, had increased from 
65 per cent up. 

Mollin said he doubted whether 
the consumer was getting the 
benefit of reduced wholesale prices, 
but added that did not mean’ the 
retailer was making more, because 
of increased selling costs and the 
large number of stores each han- 
dling a small volumé of* business. 

William W. Woods. president of 
the InStitute of Anrerican Packers, 
testified wholesale meat prices 
have declined sharply during the 
last year. | 

He added that packers’ profits 
the last seven years have 
averaged only 1.7 per cent on their 
sales.

WASHINGTON, Feb._ 20. ws St. 
Louis ranked far below’ the aver- 
age in the recent survey made by 
the White House Conference on 
Child Health and Protection, re- 
sults of which were announced 
last night. The purpose of the 
survey was to determine what pre- 
ventive medical services were util- 
ized by parents in 148 cities for 
the benefit of children under 6 
years old. 

“Startling facts were developed,” 
it was announced. 

St. Louis and Kansas City were 
in the group of 36 cities having 
a population of 250,000 or more. 
In this group Kansas City stood 
first and St. Louis twenty-fourth 
in the number of children receiv- 
ing protective dental care. In 
Kansas City 34 per cent of the 
children investigated had reccived 
the service. In St. Louis only 9$ 
per cent had received the service. 

Kansas City took third place 
among the larger cities in the 
number of children—69 per cent 
—who had received general health 
examination. St. Louis ranked 
thirtieth -in this. classification. 
Bérkeley, Cal., led all the cities 
of the country with 82 out of ev- 
ery 100 children receiving a gen- 
eral medical examination. In only 
three of the 148 cities surveyed 
were as many as three-fourths of 
tthe children receiving the bene- 
fits of such an examination. 

In the larger city group, S&t. 
Louis stood sixteenth in the num- 
ber—18 per cent — vaccinated; 
twenty-eighth in the number—1? 
per cent—protected against diph- 
theria, while Kansas City ranked

of children—30 per cent—im- 
| munized against diphtheria, and

PLAYGROUND BENEFITS 


City ‘to Reture: Money to] 


Property Owners in the 
_ Adams Community. 


Asséssments totaling $69,601 paid 
iby benefited property owners for 
the Adams Playground condemna- 
tion, covering land acquired by the 
city at Norfolk and Vista avenues, 


will be refunded by the city after 


a pending ordinance ts passed. The 
property owners were successful in 
their argument that the playground 
created no benefit for their real es- 
tate. “ 

It was necessary, however, to 
get quit-claim deeds for the city 
from the former owners of the 
playground site. This was due to 


fhe fact that the benefits were as- 


sessed under a condemnation pro- 
ceeding and the refund would have 
jeopardized the city’s title without 
these deeds, which give the city 
outright possession of the land for 
any use desired. A lawyer repre- 
senting the assessed taxpayers ob- 
tained the deeds. A similar 
movement is on feot concern- 
Webster Playground, 
Twelfth and Clinton streets, where 
property owners were’ assessed a 
total of $56,717. Alderman Wil- 
liam F. Niederluecke of the 
Third Ward has said that he would 
endeavor to get the needed quit- 
claim deeds. The same lawyer has 
been active in this refund move- 
ment and he has told city officials 
that he is getting agreements from 
some of the assessed taxpayers that 
they will pay him 25 per cent of 
their bills for getting their money 
back. A refund ordinance is pend- 
ing, but the money will not be paid 
over, unless sOmeone succeeds in 
getting the deeds. 

’ Itevill. be necessary then only to 
present an assessment receipt at 
the Comptroller’s office te get the 
mon¢ey. Officials declared legal 
services would: not be required for 
that, although the taxpayers might 
wish to enrploy someone to ar- 
range for the deeds. The Comp- 
troller will not undertake to get 
the deéds. 

In the case of McKinley Play- 
ground the_city made a refund of 
assessments for another reason, be- 
cause it was shown the benefited 
property had been taxed doubly— 
for the playground and for the 
adjoining McKinley Plaza, at the 
head of McKinley Bridge.

President Selects Federal Judge 
in Minnesota Ignoring Sen- 
ator’s Recommendations. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—Im- 
mediately after President Hoover 
had ignored his recommendation 
and nominated Gunnar H. Norbye 
of Minneapolis, for the additional 
Federal Judgeship of Minnesota, 
Senator Schall said today he would 
oppose the choice. 

“Nordbye has been a header of 
the opposition.” Schall said. “Un- 
der the circumstances I do not see 
how I can be expected to support 
him. I shall fight his confirma- 
tion.” 

Hoover made his own selection 
after months of dispute with Schall 
during which the President _§re- 
jected the Senator’s original nomi- 
nee, Ernest Michel, and turned 
down 10 other men recommended 
by the Senator. 

The issue brings a test of 
strength between the President and 
the Senate over the selection of 
members of the judiciary. 

After rejecting the name of 
Michel, upon the advice of Attor- 
ney-General Mitchell, also a Min- 
nesotan, President Hoover asked 
Schall to present 10 names, which 
also were rejected. Then, the chief 
executive submitted eight names to 
the Senator for his views. 

“I consider it desirable,” the 
President said, “in the interest of 
the people of Minnesota that the 
man appointed shall not only have 
had judicial experience, but shall 
be entirely free from any private 
connections which might have been 
challenged.” 

Hoover added that none of the 
men suggested by Schall! had been 
proposed by citizens of Minnesota. 

Schall, replying to this, said “it 
was my understanding that you 
asked me to submit these names to 
you, not the citizens of Minnesota.” 

Schall also declined to agree with 
the President’s suggestion that law- 
yers of experience must “‘necessar- 


ily have had judicial experience in 


order to qualify them forethis po- 
sition.” 

He said it was well known that 
a great percentage of Federal 
Jucses have never had previous | 
judicial experience. 

‘I desire to say that in the list 
of names submitted to you by me 
on the 18th,’’ the Senator — said, 
“every one of the men suggested 
had no private connections which 
can honestly be challenged, and 
some of them are by no means.

ADVOCATES CHANGES 
IN U. S. RAIL ACT 


Executive Asserts Recap- 
ture Principle Based on 
Valuation of Roads Is 


Inequitable. 


Plans for entrance of the Atchi- 
son, Topeka & Santa Fe Railroad 
into St. Louis were discussed by 
William B. Storey, president of the 
Santa Fe system, at the Industrial 
Club’s dinner in Hotel Chase last 
night. Storey called yesterday aft- 
ernoon on Mayor Miller. 

After his visit, the Mayor said 
he was confident that the Santa Fe 
would soon reach an agreement 
with the Burlington route for the 
building of the proposed 100-mile 
connecting line from Carrollton, 
Mo., to a point near Mexico, Mo., 
which will bring the Santa Fe into 
this city. President Storey first 
announced to the Psot-Dispatch 
last month that these negotiations 
with the Burlington had been re- 
newed. 

Mayor Miller said also that, in 
entering the northern part of the 
city as planned, the Santa Fe would 
be able, by constructing a_ short 
new connection, to use the water 
front tracks, municipally owned, 
which extend to and beyond the 
Municipal Bridge. This would give 
the Santa Fe direct approach to the 
Municipal Bridge without using the 
tracks of the Terminal Associa- 
tion. 

Tracks Now Leased From City. 

The water front tracks are now 
leased from the city by the Ter- 
minal Association, which cares for 
them as for its own tracks. If an- 
other line were to use them, a new 
maintenance arrangement would be 
necessary. The tracks, which run 
south from Bissell’s Point, near 
Merchants’ Bridge, are double for 
part of the way, and could be 
doubled for the whole length. 

President Storey, in his address 
at the Chase, reviewed the work- 
ings of the national transportation 
act of 1920, in its effect on sta- 
bilization of labor, valuation of 
railroad properties, consolidations 
and credit. 

“first,” he said as to the pro- 
visions for. stabilizing labor, 
“strikes are still possible, but the 
danger of their frequent occur- 
rence has been minimized. The law 
tends toward incrases in wages. 

Discusses Valuation Act. 

“Second, valuation. In 1913 the 
original valuation act was passed, 
the late Senator LaFollette of Wis- 
consin being the father of the 
plan. The reason for wanting a 
valuation was the feeling that 
much water had been injected into 
the capitalization of the roads, on 
which watered capitalization de- 
mand was made for returns. It 
was then thought the work could 
be accomplished in two or three 
years, and the cost would be nom- 
inal. It was begun then, has been 
actively prosecuted to the present 
time, has cost to date nearly $160,- 
000,000—the Government $35,000,- 
000 or more and the roads $120,- 
000,000—and thus far has deter- 
mined, the valuations as of 1916 or 
dates near that. 

“The work of bringing these val- 
uations down to date is still in 
progress, and no one knows when 
the work will be done. One thing 
has been ascertained, however, 
that the expected water is not 
there, and this in spite of the in- 
clusion of what the roads believe 
excessive depreciation, and the ex- 
clusion of many elements of value. 
‘The only real object of the val- 
untion now is to determine how 
much those roads that have earned 
more than a stated per cent owe 
the Government under the recap- 
ture clause, which provides that 
whenever the established fair rate 
of earnings is exceeded by any 
road, one-half of the excess must 
be paid to the Goverment and one- 
half placed in a special fund for 
use in lean years. Until the val- 
uation for each year is determined 
and accepted by the road no set- 


tlement of this account can be 
made. 
“ Plan Inequitable.” 


“The recapture principle as pro- 
vided in the law is very inequit- 
able. It would be more nearly 
equitable if the fair return should 
be guaranteed by the Government. 
“Third, consolidations.” The 
speaker here reviewed the five-sys- 
tem plan for consolidation of the 
roads leading to the Atlantic Coast, 
and the present four-system pian. 
“Before anything can be done,” he 
said, “the new plan must receive 
approval of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. After that is 
obtained, if ever, a long time must 
elapse before the systems can be 
put together, there being many in- 
tricate financial involved.

KAMAKURA, Japan, Feb. 20.— 
For the first time in history the 
Emperor of Japan has gone on an 
outing without a single “yes man” 
accompanying him. 

The Emperor is an enthusiastic 
student of biology and when he 
concentrates on this hobby he 
doesn’t care to have any court of- 
ficials around to divert his atten- 
tion, 

It was on this account that the 
sovereign, who has been spending 
some time at the seaside, decided 
to make a specimen collecting trip 
in a small motor boat accompanied 
only by three ordinary fishermen. 

The ruler went aboard cff the 
imperial villa and the little craft 
puffed away with one fisherman at 
the steering wheel while the other 
two tended the motor. The ruler 
sat well up in front—alone with 
his thoughts. . 

Ashore all was not so serene. 
Such procedure on the part of an 
Emperor was unheard of in 300 
years or more—and, as a conse- 
quence there were a good many 
nervous court officials pacing the 
shore as well as many fidgety po- 
licemen. 

But in about two hours the little 
motor boat puffed into sight again. 
The Emperor was all smiles as he 
landed with a bucket full of sea 
shells and several specimens of sea 
wood unrepresented in the imperial] 
collection. 


HIGH ALTITUDE AT LA PAZ 
CUTS WALES? VISIT SHORT 


Prince and Brother Return to Chile 
After 7% Hours in Capitol of 
Bolivia. 


LA PAZ, Bolivia, Feb. 20.—The 
Prince of Wales, oppressed by the 
high altitude of this mountain cap- 
ital, returned today across the 
Andes eo Antofagasta, Chile, after 
spending just seven and one-half 
hours in La Paz. 

In that time he attended an of- 
ficial reception at the executive 
palace, where he and Gen- Blanco 
Galindo, president of the military 
junta, exchanged decorations, an- 
other reception at the town hall, a 
final reception at the British Lega- 
gation, and dinner with the Presi- 
dent at the palace. 

Both he and Prince George, al- 
though commenting that the trip 
from. Cuzco, with its delightful 
mountain scenery and across Lake 
Titicaca had greatly impressed 
them, were obviously oppressed by 
the rarified atmosphere here. They 
did not play golf at the La Paz 
links, the highest 18-hole course in 
the world.

Failure 


| That Resulted in Indict- 
ment of Eight of Its 
Officers in New York. 


VAST LOANS MADE 


ON NO SECURITY| 


Max Steuer Expects Inves- 
tigation He Is Making 
Gratis, to Continue for a 
Year or More. 


From the New York Bureau of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 20.—A sum- 
mons was sent out Wednesday 
night, Dec. 10,.1930, to every really 
important banker in New York 
City. It was the sort of summons 
they couldn't ignore. It came from 
the State Superintendent of Banks, 
Joseph A. Broderick. It meant 


“Danger!”’ 

Within an hour the first of the 
bankers arrived at the Federal Re- 
serve Bank, the appointed meeting 
place. The bankers hurried inside 
the massive grey-stone portals and 
were admitted to a room closely 
guarded by marines. Owen D. 
Young was there. So were Thomas 
W. Lamont, partner in the House 
of Morgan; Albert H. Wiggin, 
chairman of the Chase National 
Bank; Charles E. Mitchell, chair- 
man of the National City Bank; 
Jackson E. Reynolds, president of 
the First National . Bank, and 
Charles H. Sabin, chairman of the 
Guaranty Trust Co. 

These men, with others of less 
prominence, representing institu- 
tions with resources of perhaps 10 
billions of dollars, were met by 
Broderick, who informed them of 
an impending tragedy. 

There had been a run on a bank. 
It had been precipitated by the col- 
lapse of negotiations to merge it 
with two other banks. In Manhat- 
tan, in Brooklyn, in Queens and in 
the Bronx, the depositors had come 
running to draw out their savings. 
If they kept it up—and they were 
bound to—the bank would crash, 

All-Night Session Fails. 

“Gentlemen, we've got to save 
it,” said Broderick. He did not 
have to tell them why. It was not 
their funeral, but they might con- 
ceivably be among the mourners. 

So the bankers whose deposito- 
ries were prosperous sat down 
around a table with the worried 
group of men whose institution 
was in grave danger. Obviously a 
blood transfusion was necessary to 
save it—a last-minute merger with 
a bank of unquestioned strength. 

At midnight there was no prog- 

ress in the negotiations. A call 
was sent out for coffee and sand- 
wiches. At 4 o’clock they still had 
reached no agreement. It was aft- 
er dawn when they finally decided 
——the determining factors are yet 
@ mystery—that there was no use 
in trying any more. 
Three hours later, at 9 o’clock on 
the morning of Dec. 11, Broderick 
issued a formal statement announc- 
ing he had closed the doors of the 
Bank of United States. 

Thus came the largest bank fail- 
ure in the history of the country— 
a failure that has since rocked the 
financial and political foundations 
of the metropolis. 

Owed Depositors $160,000,000. 

The Bank of United States had a 
Capital of $25,000,000 and a sur- 
Plus of $17,000,000.

A JOB FOR BRAINS. 
The House passed the Gary-Becker tax bills yester- 
day. The vote on the individual and corporation in- 
come tax bill was 113 to 25. The vote on the corpora- 
tion franchise tax bill was 104 to 29. 
Both measures have been under intensive discus- 
sion since the Legislature convened. The discussions 
have been marked by emotional outbursts on both 
sides which have reflected credit on neither. In the 
last public hearing on Wednesday night Representa- 
tive Jones of Kennett made a speech which, we are 
sure, he will later regret. His profanity wae inex- 
cusable. His ultimatum to Missouri industries, if 
they do not want to pay taxes, to “move to Kansas, 
or to Illinois or hell,” was unworthy of any man of 
common sense. His indictment of the cities, which is 
what his harangue amounted to, was demagogy. 
The opponents of the measures are open to criti- 
cisth, also.. Some “wisecracks” have been indulged 
which were decidedly off key in consideration of a 
project of this magnitude. Similarly, threats to leave 
the State, if such taxes were levied, might better have 
been omitted. And it is apparént, of course, from the 
yotes in the House; that the members of that body 
voted their prejudices rather than their informed 
judgment. It was country against the city, and the 
country, with its great majority, won. It is an empty 
victory. 
Now attention is focused on the Senate where, it 
is believed, this taxing program will be considered on 
its merits and in the full light of its consequences. 
Fortunately, the discussions have brought ferth facts, 
or calculations, which the Senate cannot as a respon- 
sible body ignore. 

Briefly, here are the calculations: The proponents 
of the measures say the taxes to be levied will in a 
12-year period yield $158,000,000 over the revenue pro- 
duced by the present taxes. The opponents say the 
proposed taxes will yield, in this period, $390,000,000 
in excess of the revenue from existing taxes, or $232; 
000,000 more than the estimate of the sponsors of the 
Gary-Becker bills. 

The calculations of the opponents were made by tax 
experts employed by the St. Louis Chamber of Com- 
merce. These eStimates have been substantially con- 
curred in by experts of the State Tax Commission. 
What experts made the calculations for Mr. Gary and 
Mr. Becker we do not know. But it is manifest that 
the difference between the two sets of estimates is 
so big that one or the other of the expert groups is 
badly mistaken. The Senate can and, we are confi- 
dent, will ascertain which calculation is correct. 
Certainly the Senate can find experts to do the work. 
If such experts report that the proposed taxes will 
produce any such revenue as the experts of the St. 
Louis Chamber of Commerce and the State Tax Com- 
mission have estimated, the bills will, obviously, have 
to be redrawn. And as practical men, Mr. Gary, Mr. 
Becker and Mr. Jones will agree to that. It is incon- 


impose an impossible burden upon the citizens and 
the industries of the State. 

_We look to the Senate to reach a just, practicable 
compromise in this admittedly difficult matter. 

We look to the Senate, too, to conduct its considera- 
tions in a dignity and seriousness becoming the sub 
ject. Assuredly, too, the Senate can undertake its 
task from this premise: Missouri must modernize its 
penal and eleemosynary institutions. Missouri must 
provide adequate educational opportunities for the 
children of the country as well as the cities.

A DUTY FOR THE CENSUS BUREAU. 

The cause, treatment and control of mental diseases 
are pressing problems, yet their significance is little 
realized by the people. Last year the public expendi- 
ture for institutional care of these cases amounted to 
almost half the sum expended on publie schools. 
Every such institution is crowded, and estimates on 
the number of mentally afflicted outsice them run 
as high as 10 per cent of the population. In addition 
to the economic loss, the intimate connection between 
mental disease and crime, vice, juvenile delinquency 
and other abnormalities is obvious. 

In the fight against the rising tide of mental] ills. 
it is essential to know of their spread and prevalence. 
Census statistics on institution inmates have been 
valuable in this connection, but the authority for an 
annual tabulation now has lapsed. The Budget Bureau 
states that this information can be obtained without 
extra expense, and a bill providing for collecting 
the data has been passed by the Senate. There is 
said to be no opposition, but the bill has now been 
pigeonholed in- the House Committee on Census. 
Congress, which authorized the Census Bureau to 
count the number of radio sets in the last enumera- 
tion, would be guilty of a grave omission if it failed 
to approve this important social service.

ORGANIZING FOR CIVIL LIBERTIES. 

An unending fight is that fur maintenance of the 
constitutional guarantees of free speech, free press 
and free assembly. For 10 years the American Civil 
Liberties Union has been in the front rank of that 
battle. Now efforts are being made to organize a St. 
Louis branch of the organization. The personnel of 
the organization committee, all citizens of standing 
and responsibility, shows that St. Louis is ready to

Numerous bills have been introduced in both houses 
of the Legislature for the regulation of motor trucks 
operating on Missouri highways outside of municipal- 
ities. The House Committee on Roads and Highways 
has appointed a subcommittee to draft a committee 
substitute bill incorporating the essential features of 
the individually presented bills. It is understood sim- 
ilar action is being taken by the Senate Committee 
on Roads and Highways. 
Before passing any legislation increasing license 
fees on trucks, the Legislature must face a rather 
difficult legal problem. When the $75,000,000 road 
bond amendment was passed in 1928 it contained a 
clause prohibiting for 10 years an increase in the li- 
censes of motor vehicles, except common carriers. 
This was done to allay the fears of motorists and 
to induce them to support the bond issue. It, how- 
ever, rises now to perplex those interested in procur- 
ing legislation which will tend to equalize the ad- 


over the railroads. , 

The way is clear to increase license fees on truck 
companies doing business as common carriers, that 
is, soliciting and accepting traffic from the public 
at large. But a large proportion of the motor trucks 
using the highways do not come under the classifica- 
tion of common carriers. Companies which use the‘r 
own trucks and contract trucking companies, serving 
a limited number of clients, are exempt from an in- 
crease in licenses until 1938. It would be unfair and 
discriminatory, therefore, to levy higher fees against 
common carriers, leaving private trucks and contract 
trucks untouched. In some instances it would be 
fantastic because higher licenses would operate 
against truck owners owning but one or two vebicles, 
but coming under the classification of common car- 
riers, while large corporations, operating huge fleets 
of trucks, would escape. 

Senator Terry; who introduced a group of motor 
bus bills, proposes to avoid the prohibition of the 
amendment by imposing an “occupation fee” instead 
of a license fee, or, in other words, to tax the occu- 
pation or business of hauling and transportation 
rather than to license the vehicle. If that does not 
prove to be sound then it seems as though it will be 
necessary to adopt a constitutional amendment which 
will make it possible to license all truck owners alike. 
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A NEW DAY ON BEACON HILL. 
Following the recent Communist riot on Boston 
Common, Gov. Ely of Massachusetts received a com- 
mittee of unemployed who had participated in the 
trouble and, inviting them to discuss their problems 
with him, told them that he wanted them “to have 
every opportunity to meet in any legal and proper 
way” and that there would be no objections to such 
meetings.

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WHO GETS THE INTEREST? 
The people of Illinois have a right to know what 
becomes of the interest on large sums of money han- 
died by Director of Finance Kinney, and the Legis 
lature or some other State agency should take imme 
diate steps to see that the interest goes where it be 
longs—into the treasury. A resolution to this effect 
was introduced in the Illinois House on Tuesday. 
Investigation by the Post-Dispatch has shown that 
although Mr. Kinney’s department collected approx- 
imately $28,000,000 in motor fuel tax fees last year, 
not a penny of interest on the fund reached the treas- 
ury. The money was beld by Mr. Kinney in his own 
bank accounts for various periods ranging up to 30 
days, before being turned in to the Treasurer 
Director Kinney says he gets no interest on his 
funds. Two large Chicago banks which handle his 
funds pay 1% per cent interest on daily balances over 
$1000 to other clients. Why doesn’t Mr. Kinney col- 
lect the same amount and turn it in to the treasury? 
Secretary of State Stratton, insisting his deposi- 
tories pay interest, turned in to the State last year 
more than $17,000 from that source—enough to pay 
his own salary and that of two assistants. Mr. Kin- 
ney’s collections, totaling almost $6,000,000 more than 
those of Mr. Stratton, could turn in a much more 
sizable amount each year. : 
A study of the interest situation in Illinois un- 
questionably would prove profitable to the State. Gov. 
Emmerson, for instance, might be asked why he did 
not turn in any interest on his funds during his 12- 
year term as Secretary of State. 
To the Post-Dispatch correspondent the Governor 
explained that he collected no interest. In the face 
of that statement, how does he now reconcile the 
fact that two Illinois banks of which he is an ex- 
ecutive, the Ridgley-Farmers at Springfield and the 
Third National at Mount Vernon, now pay interest to 
Mr. Stratton, just as do other depositories of the 
present Secretary of State?

Never- 
theless his arguments, almost as much as 
his name, it is contended here, made many 
converts to the Power Trust idea It is 
hard to think of anyone who would have 
been mpre effective in this direction—un- 
less it were Martin’s brother, Sam. Sam, 
it will be recalled, was the patriotic gen- 
tleman who had the pleasing habit of regc- 
ularly contributing to both political parties 
in Illinois and who made the mistake of 
overfinancing the campaign of the chair- 
Inan of the State Utility Commission with 
power to regulate the rates of Mr. Insull’s 
companies. For this Sam got badly mauled 
by a Senate committee and the Senate 
slammed its door in the face of the Insuill 
candidate after his election. 

Sam, as a result, has higher national 
visibility than Martin and could probably 
have done the Power Trust cause more 
harm—but Martin did pretty well.

The effort of each side is to engage pub- 
lic sentiment. If popular feeling can be 
sufficiently stirred against the power com- 
panies, certain steps in the direction of 
national ownership will be taken and reg- 
ulation of holding companies insured. If 
it is found impossible to awaken public 
interest, the merging and acquiring of com- 
panies will continue and the grip of the 
hoiding corporations strengthened. 


Up te a short time ago the power peo- 
ple had the better of the propaganda. The 
dispesition of most of the great Eastern 
newspapers was to sneer at the Power 
Trust idea as a mirage, to regard those who 
got excited on the subject ag not quite 
bright. While there is some change in 
this attitude, it still remains the general 
editorial slant. Also, the electric industry 
has well established publicity organs of 
its own and has conducted a propaganda 
campaign of an extracrdinary and, it is 
contended, not innocent nature. It has 
been hard for the anti-Power Trust group 
to make much headway against this com-

W. R, NELSON TRUST SPENDS 
$1,000,000 IN YEAR ON ART 


Purchases Made in U.S. and Eu- 
rope With Fund Left by Kan- 
sas City Publisher. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Feb.: 20.—Acquisi- 
tion of more than $1,000,000 worth 
of art treasures in the last year by 
the William Rockhill Nelson Trust 
of Kansas City, Mo., is related by 
the New York Times. 

The objects include more than 
a score of paintings by Rubens, 
Rembrandt, Veronese, Gainsbor- 
ough, Claude-Lorrain, Hobbema, 
David and Diaz and Corot, pieces 
from the famous Guelph collection, 
a Greek stele (elaborately sculp 
tured tablet) of the fourth century 
B. C. and a bronze by Giovanni da 
Bologna. 

The purchases were made here 
and in Europe by Harold Wood- 
bury Parsons, art adviser to the 
trust and European representative 
of the Cleveland Museum of Art. 
Confirming their acquisition, he 
said some were on exhibition in 
Kansas City and others were on 
the way from abroad. 

The trust was established by the 
late William Rockhill Nelson, pub- 
lisher of the Kansas City Star, and 
members of his family, providing 
$3,500,000 for the erection of a 
museum and about $12,000,000 for 
the collection. Now under  con- 
struction in Kansas City, the build- 
ing will be ready in two years and 
will shelter the works of notewor- 
thy artists who have been dead 
more than 80 years.

nection with the Federal Govern- 
ment, 

Under the elder Marcus the bank 
grew slowly but steadily. It dealt 
mostly with small merchants and 
clothing manufacturers. As the 
tide of business swept uptown the 
bank moved along with it, open- 
ing new offices in the garment sec- 
tion. But when Marcus died in 
1927 the bank was still a com- 
paratively tiny institution. 

Capital Increased $23,000,000. 

The founder of the bank entrust- 
ed its reins to his son “Berny.” He 
had brought up his son to be a 
banker. He had sent him to Co- 
lumbia University and to univer- 
sities in England. The young man 


quickly demonstrated that he was |! 


sharp and clever. At 23 he was 
placed in the responsible position 
of cashier. He wag only 37 when 
he succeeded his father ag presi- 
dent. 

The younger Marcus immediate- 
ly began to introduce new meth- 
ods and new policies in the bank. 
He believed in expansion. In 1927 
expansion was considered sound 
business. One after another the 
Bank of United States swallowed 
other little banks and grew fat on 
them. Within a few years its cap- 
ital jumped from $2,000,000 to 
$25,000,000. 

Then people began ‘to realize all 
one had to do to make money was 
to buy stock, and the Wall street 
boom was on. 

Now banks are restricted by law 
with regard to security dealings. 
But there are ways of getting 
around this law, the simplest one 
being to create a corporation to do 
the bank’s stock trading for it. 

The Bank of United States when 
it crashed had three such corpora- 
tions, only one of them really ac- 
tive. This was the Bankus Cor- 
poration. Stock of the bank and 
of the Bankus Corporation were 
sold as units. The chief business 
of Bankus was to keep up the price 
of these units by artificial stim- 
ulus. For this. purpose it required 
huge sums in cash. The cash was 
forthcoming from the bank. The 
officers of the bank also were of- 
ficers of Bankus so that made it 
easy. . 

However, there are laws about 
the size of loans banks may give. 
So to keep things strictly legal, the 
money required by Bankus was 
made available by splitting up the 
loans among the affiliates and sub- 
sidiaries. 

Booming the Affiliates. 

Other measures were taken to 
boom the price of the units. De- 
positors were exhorted personally 


thing.” It was a good thing for 
the time being. But when Wal! 
street's day of retribution rolled 
around the Black Thursday of Oc- 
tober, 1929, the bubble burst. 

In an incredibly brief space the 
price of the bank’s stock units 
broke from $200 to $60, in spite 
of the desperate efforts of Marcus 
and his colleagues to keep it up. 
They refused to see that their 
chimeri¢al prosperity had van- 
ished. The failure of the bank was 
the price paid for their blindness. 

While the collapse of the stock 
market probably was the chief 
cause of the bank's distress, there 
were many other contributing fac- 
tors. Steuer and Broderick have 
charged that the collapse could 
have been averted if the bank’s 
33 directors had actually directed, 

If they had done their duty, the 
special prosecutor maintains, they 
could have saved the bank from 
many unwise investments, They 
could have prevented the sinking 
of tremendous. sumg in real estate 
companies, in the clothing indus- 
try and in other barren fields. 
They could have taken to heart 
the warnings contained in the re- 
ports of the State Banking Depart- 
ment’s examinations. 

Most Directors “Rubber Stamps.” 

But the directors, for the most 
part, have admitted on the witness 


stand at Steuver’s hearings that! 
they were mere rubber stamps. | 


They did as they were told by 
Marcus and Singer. They weren't 
informed about how bad conditions 
were. They believed Marcus when 
he told them Broderick had com- 
plimented him on the condition of 
the bank after the stock market 
crash. Steuer has indicated he wiil 
not allow the directors to escape 
responsibility on these pleas. 

‘As yet only the surface has been 
scratched by the _ investigation. 
Stever thinks his inquiry may take 
a year or more. But already 
enough has been brought out to 
shock the community into the de- 
termination that such thoughtless 
and conscienceless squandering of 
depositors’ money must never be 
allowed to occur again.

There is probably no other food 
group that provides so great a va- 
riety ‘all year around as the fish 
group. Well over a dozen varieties 
are in season right through the 
year, with many more at certain 
times. Among those available now 
are cod, haddock, halibut, floun- 
der, salmon, sea trout, mackerel, 
clams, oysters, scallops, shrimp, 
smoked salmon, sturgeon, herring, 
salt cod and mackerel, smoked 
white fish, finnan haddie, In some 
sections other varieties will be 
found, and there is always a wide 
enough selection to provide some- 
thing for every taste. Just because 
a figh is unfamiliar is no reason for 
not trying it. 

Fresh fish is firm, has bright 
eyes and gills and a characteristic 
fresh smell. A few visits to a fish 
market will soon acquaint you with 
this. 

In buying fish allow one pound, 
counting skin and bones, for two 
people, or three-quarters pound 
solid meat, like fillet of haddock gy 
flounder, etc. 

In many markets frozen fish is 
offered for sale. This is a good 
product, providing it is kept fro- 
zen. Cook it without thawing it 
out. Fish that is frozen spoils very 
quickly after thawing. 

Keep fish wrapped in parehment 
paner or in a covered pan in the 
icebox—never leave it uncovered, 
as it will flavor all other food. In

Serve 
very hot with hard crackers, 
Shrimp Fricassee. 

Use ome cup canned shrimp or 
three-quarter pound fresh ones. 
Cook the fresh ones in boiling, salt- 
ed water for 15 minutes, drain, 
shell and break in half. Canned 
shrimp need only rinsing with cold 
water.

There Is an Art in Cooking Them

Dried apples and sausages or 
Sausage meat are a popular com- 
bination, but very often the apples 
seem lacking in flavor, or are too 
tart to please. 

The following method does away 
with this difficulty. 

Cut the apples in eighths and re- 
move cores, but not skin. For two 
large apples, melt one and one-half 
tablespoons butter in a frying pan, 
add an equal amount of sausage 
fat, and when hot add the apples.

Now that eggs are so plentiful in 
market, housewives wili find it an 
opportune time to make custards. 
Custards are particularly dainty 


and nutritious to serve at the close 
of a simple home meal. 
Caramel Custard. 

Put one-half cup sugar in a 
small, heavy saucepan and stir con- 
stantly over a low fire until the 
sugar is melted and light brown in 
color. Remove at once from the 
fire and pour ina heavy baking 
dish or individual custard cups. The 
syrup is very hot, so be careful in 
handling it. Turn and tip the molds 
until they are coated on the. sides 
with the caramel syrup. Beat three 
exes until the whites and yolks are 
blended, then add one-quarter cup 
sugar, one-quarter teaspoon salt 
and one-quarter teaspoon grated 
nutmeg. Scald three cups milk and 
then stir gradually into the beaten 
ezes. Pour into the mold, place 
them in a pan of hot water and 
bake in a moderate oven—350 de- 
@rees—for 40 to 60 minutes or un- 
til the custards are firm. The time 
depends on the deepness of the 
molds. Remove from the oven and 
the pan of water and cool. Turn 
out, or serve from the molds. 

The caramel syrup does not 
aweeten the custard as caramelizing 
the sugar takes this quality “from

it, but it imparts a delicious flavor. 
Beat. four eggs with one-quarter 
easpoon salt and one-half cup sug- 
= until light cream colored. Scald 
two cups milk and stir gradually 
into the egg mixture. Return to 
the saucepan and stir over a very 
low fire until the mixture thickens 
enough to coat the spoon. Remove 
at once from the fire and stir in 
one tablespon vanilla, one-quarter 
almond extract and one cup cream. 
Cool and freeze in the usual man- 
ner in crushed ice and ice cream 
salt—three parts ice to one of salt 
—or in a mechanical refrigerator, 
stirring when frozen to a mush and 
once or twice during the final 
freezing period. 

One and one-quarter cup finely 
cut French marrons and one-quar- 
ter cup chopped Maraschino cher- 
ries are a good addition, and should 
be stirred in when the custard is 
half frozen.

Rice, bread, tapioca and corn- 
starch puddings are among the 
most nutritious desserts, but nev- 
ertheless they often lack the popu- 
larity given the lighter, “frothy 


jand frilly” sweets that are richer, 


and, incidentally, considered more 
expensive. — 

Much of the unpopularity of the 
first named class is gained be- 
cause, these puddings are so often 
jumpy. too stiff or too thin, poorly 
flavored and unattiractively served. 
And when this is the case nothing 
can make them taste good. How- 
ever, we are concerned only with 
these desserts when care has been 
exercised in making them, and 
when it is necessary to do some- 
thing to make the family welcome 


jthem. The easiest thing is to serve 


them with a “specially special” 
sauce. Not necessarily an expensive 
one, or a rich one, but always one 
that is just the right consistency, 
that is well flavored, and well 
made. Many a plain pudding is re- 
deemed by a good sauce and made 
to seem a thing of beauty. The 
follow show how to 
do it. : : ) 
Banana Sauce. 
Melt two tablespoons butter, stir 
in two tablespoons flour and when 
blended ‘stir in one cup milk. Cook 
until thickeneq and smooth, then 
add four or five tablespoons sugar 
and one-half teaspoon grated lem- 
on rind or one teaspoon lemon ex 
tract . Beat the yolks of two eggs 
until light and add the hot sauce 
gradually to them. Cool slightly, 
then add two ripe bananas rubbed 
through a strainer, and the stiffly 
beaten whites of two eggs. Scrve 
cold. One suggestion 1s to bake 
bread pudding in individual molds,

Chocolate Nut Sauce.

A tasty breakfast includes bacon 
rolis. These area favorite break- 
fast dish at one of New York’s pop- 
ular tearooms, and are made by 
splitting soft, pointed rolls halfway 
open, buttering lightly and heating 
in a hot oven until very hot. They 
are then filled with small slices of 
crisp bacon and served piping hot. 
Handy and quick to make. 

Apple Fritters. 

Mix and sift one and one-fourth 
cups flour, two teaspoons baking 
powder and one-fourth . teaspoon 
salt. Beat one egg untif light and 
mix with one-half cup milk, then 
stir this into the flour mixtures and 
beat until smooth. Core and peel 
two medium-sized, tart apples and 
cut across in slices one-fourth inch 
thick: Dip each slice in the batter 
and fry several of them at a time 
in a deep fat heated to 375 degrees, 
or until it will brown a piece of 
bread in one minute. Drain the 
fritters on soft Lape.’, sprinkle with 
powdered sugar and serve warm 
with roast pork or ham, or as a 
dessert with a fruit sauce. 

Mince of Roast Pork. 

Put the remnants of roast pork 
through a meat chopper, using the 
medium knife. To three cups 
chopped pork, measured without 
packing down, add one teaspoon 
salt, one teaspoon poultry season- 
ing, one teaspoon prepared mus- 
tard, peprer to season and two cups 
pork gravy, or whatever gravy is 
on hand, with water or milk or 
meat stock to make up two cupfuls 
in all. Heat the mince over a slow 
ffre, stirring frequently. Serve very 
hot in a border of boiled or steamed 
rice, and garnish with cubes of 
stiff currant or cranberry jelly. 
German Potato Salad. 

Boil six medium sized potatoes 
until tender, peel and when cooled 
sufficiently to handle, cut in thin 
slices and put in a bowl with a 
medium sized onion cut in very 
thin slices. Sprinkle with one-half 
teaspoon salt and a little pepper, 
two tablespoons olive or salad oil 
and two tablespoons vinegar. Let 
stand while preparing the follow- 
ing dressing. Cut enough bacon in 
dice to make one-third cupful and 
fry until crisp. Then stir one ta- 
blespoon flour into the bacon fat 
and when blended add one-quarter 
cup vinegar, one-quarter cup water, 
one teaspoon prepared mustard, 
two teaspoons sugar and one-quar- 
ter teaspoon salt. Stir until thick- 
ened, pour over the potatoes and 
mix lightly with a fork. Cool ir 
desired or serve warm with cold 
sliced ham, ready to serve sausage, 
boiled frankfurters, etc. Serves four 
generously.

Cream one-half cup shortening 
—butter or any of the vegetable 
fats, or equal parts of butter and 
one of these—and one and a half 
cups soft brown sugar until the 
mixture is very’ smooth akd 
creamy.

OF SOVIET RUSSIA IN 1930 


Less Than Ialf of Total for 1913; 
Expected to Be Used As Answer 
to Dumping ping Charge. 

the Associated Press. 

"MOSCOW. Feb. 20. — Soviet 
Russia’s exports of grain for 1930 
amounted to 4,846,024 metric tons 
valued at 207,068,000 rubles (about 
$103,534,000), according to official 
figures obtained today by the Asso- 
ciated Press. 

In quantity this is less than half 
of Russia’s grain exports fer 1913, 
the last year before the war, when 
10,670,016 

shipped abroad. Soviet spokesmen 

may be expected to point to this 
as proof that Rugsia has not been 
dumping grain in the world 
market. 

More than half the 1930 exports 
were sent abroad during October, 
November and December. In those 
three months 2,783,281 metric tons 
of grain were sold abroad for 100,- 
124,000 rubles (about $50,012,000), 
a much lower price than earlier] 
grain exports brought. During the 
first nine months Russia exported 
2,062,743 metric tons at a price of 
107,044,000 rubles (about $53,522,- 
000). 

Wheat exports for 1930 totaled 
2,530,935 metric tons, which sold 
at 130,319,000 rubles (about $65,- 
159,500).

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'SNOW AND SLEET 


Liner Mauretania Grounds 
Off Southampton. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Feb. 2¢C.—High winds, 
mith rain, sleet and snow, lashed a 
large part of Europe today, dis- 
rupting traffic and in many places 
hampering ‘communications. 

A heavy. choking fog, which 


spread over England, cleared to- 
day and residents of the southern 
counties were comparatively com- 
fortable, but Spain, France, Bel- 
gium, Northern Italy, Germany and 
| Scandinavia were affected. 

High seas caused a number of 
shipping accidents. The Maure- 
tania ran aground off Southamp- 
ton, but was refloated. The 1486- 
ton German freighter, Annie. Hugo 
Stinnes VI, sprung a leak 20 miles 
west of Borkrum lightship, near 
Esbjery, Denmark. The crew is 
thought to have taken to boats. 

The British steamer Cheldale and 
the Danish ship Fionia collided in 
a heavy fog which hung over the 
Elbe estauary and off Jutland. The 
Chelidale was towed to Cuxhaven, 
badly damaged. The Fionia was 
slightly damaged. 

Communications from Martner:

TESTS MADE IN INOCULAT:ON 
TO PREVENT TUBERCULOSIS 


Johns Hopkins. Scientists Say Meth- 
od Seems to Increase Resistance ‘ 
of Children to Disease. 

By the Associated Press. 

BALTIMORE, Feb.. 20.—Inocu- 
lation of infants exposed to tuber- 
cplosig in their homes, with dead 
germs of the disease, in order to 
give them greater resistance has 
been found successful to some de- 
gree in experiments at Johns Hop- 
kins University, it was announced 
today. 

The tests of the method of inoc- 
ulation, originated by Dr. Langer 


1 of Hamburg, Germany, have been 


conducted by Dr. Edward Albert 
Park, head of the Johns Hopkins 
department of pediatrics, and by 
Dr. Francis Schwentker. 

The method has been used ex- 
tensively, in Europe to develop ‘re- 
sistance to tuberculosis in chil- 
dren. Tests have been made with 
the dead organisms at Saranac 
Lake, New York, but only on ani- 
mals, it was said. §, 

The Langer method differs from 
that followed by Dr. Calmette, in 
France, who developed a system of 
inoculating infants with an  ex- 
tremely weak strain of life organ- 
isms. The Langer method, the 
Johns Hopkins scientists say, is in- 
capable of doing injury. It parallels 
that now re i used in inoculating 
with the dea@ germ of typhoid 
fever. 

Dr, Park and Dr. Schwentker 
were reticent today in discussing 
their experiments and made no 
claim for the system of inoculation 
other than that it seemed to in- 
crease the power of resistance.

CHICAGO, Feb: 20.—The Iili- 
nois Department of Labor report 
for January, issued yesterday, said 
that unemployment was increas- 
ing in the State. 

Reporting factories said employ- 
ment in January was 1.5 per cent 
less than in December, with pay- 
rolls 4.2 per cent below those of 
December. Free employment of- 
fices, moreover, reported 330.5 ap- 
plicants in January for every i(0 
available jobs, as compared with 
270 applicants in December and 
257.2 in January, i930. 

Chicago felt the January decline 
in employment and payrolls less 
than the rest of the State, but it 
had 454.2 applicants for every 100 
jobs, the report said. Factory em- 
ployment decreased 0.9 per cent in 
Chicago and 2.3 per cent in other 
cities, with payrolls declining 2.1! 
for Chicago workers and 8.2 for

Daily to Voice “the Woman’s Point 
of View.”

LONDON, Feb. 17. 


IVE HUNDRED THOUSAND to one million women, preferably 
British, are being sought to buy stock in a company which will 
publish a daily newspaper in London to be devoted to the interests 
of women, which will be controlled by women and which will to a 


large extent be edited and written by women. 


That is the goal of a small group of women, mostly British, which 
has organized a company, The Call, Limited, registered in London, for 
the purpose of publishing a paper to be named The Call. The capital 
of the company will be £5,000,000 in shares of small denominations. 
and no member of the company may hold less than one or more than 


200 shares. . 

The originator of this scheme 
and head of the small group of 
women which is now working to 
organize the company is Mrs. A. C. 
Colles who, during the Anglo-Irish 
‘War, which led to the creation of 
the Irish Free State, was the cor- 
‘respondent of an American daily 
paper and who, some time prior to 
that, was the editor and manager 
of an Irish weekly paper. ° 

Assisting her is an advisory 
council of eight women, among 
whom are Blanche Lady Smith- 
Dodsworth, Miss Ruby Rich of Aus- 
tralia, Frau Mendel, member of the 
German Reichstag; Lady Tata, wife 
of Sir Dorabji Tata, who is head 
of the great Indian industrial 
compantes bearing that name; the 
Countess of Tankerville, who, be- 
fore her marriage was Miss Sophie 
van Matter, daughter of the late 
J. G. van Marter of New York, 
and Miss Edith Somerville, the well 
known artist and novelist.

PARENTS

Praise. 


RAISE is one of the most ef- 
P tective means of directing and 
controlling children’s behavior. 
Even a tiny baby responds to 
the smile of parental approval by 
trying to repeat the action which 
evoked it. We should therefore be 
careful to praise the right thing, 
and to do it in such a manner 7s 
to encourage only the desirable 
part of the child’s behavior. 


Because we are pleased with the 
child when he has done something 
we like, it is natural for us to ex- 
claim in such a way as to draw his 
attention to himself, instead of to 
the thing he has done. 

If Mary has_ conscientiously 
picked up the scraps of paper wita 
which she has littered the floor, 
we are apt to exclaim, “What a 
dear good child you are!” 

It is much better to say, ‘‘That’s 
fine. Just see how nice the floor 
looks now. That makes it so much 
easier for mother.” 

Put in this way, the praise cen- 
ters the child’s attention on her 
achievement, inspiring her to re- 
peat the act another time to win 
the same warm praise. 

The distinction is not unimpor- 
tant, for in the development of the 
child character it makes a great 
deal of difference whether or not 
his interest is increasingly drawn 
away from himself toward § satis- 
faction in his good behavior and 
achievement for its own sake, 


It is also bad to praise a child 
indiscriminately. Unless praise is 
earned through effort and success, 
it loses all proper significance. Un- 
earned praise leads the child to ex- 
pect it as a matter of course, and 
discourages the effort pecessary to 
win it anywhere but at home. 

Mothers should therefore make 
daily opportunities for the child 
to achieve those little successes for 
which he may justly be praised, 
and which stimulate him to further 
effort and further achievement.” 


Co-Operation at Home 


HE modern housewife has s0 
many outside demands upon 
her time that she must minim- 
ize her home duties. She does this 
largely by carefully planning her 
work. Modern household appli- 
ances are a great aid to her in ac- 
complishing this, but the wise 
housekeeper knows that family co- 
operation is one of the greatest 
helpers in this direction. 


One resourceful woman put it 
up to her family and suggested 
that they start by leaving the bath- 
room as they found it. They 
agreed, and this is what it meant 
to that mother: She always found 
the used towels and wash cloths 
neatly hung on the racks instead of

reaches the maximum depth later 
and is said to do his best work in 
the evening. 

The consequences of prolonged 
periods of ordinary sleeplessness 
are considered by many to be dis- 
astrous. While the victim no 
doubt suffers a great deal, his suf- 
ferings are of a subjective type and 
none of the disastrous results which 
the layman commonly fears has 
been experienced clinically. 

Scientists experimenting upon 
themselves have gone without sleep 
for as many as 115 consecutive 
hours. Their subjective suffering 
was great but constitutionally they 
suffered little. 
Not only did they survive these 
periods of sleeplessness intact, but 
recovered rapidly after an appro- 
priate number of howrs of sleep.

ME. GALERE’S suggestion 
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A PSYCHOLOGIST 
LOOKS AT DIVORCE 


SUBTLE and profound form of 
A “passing the buck,” so subtle 

that most of the people who 
do it don’t know it, and so pro- 
found that they have to know it, 
and attack it with considerable de- 
termination and persistence, te get 


j|rid of it—is a most prolific cause 


of divorce, in the opinion of David 
Seabury, New York psychologist, 
who is consulted every year by 
hundreds on the verge of matri- 
monial bankruptcy. 

This particular version of the 
buck-passing disease may be de- 
scribed as letting one’s husband, 
or one’s wife,as the case may be, 
do the loving. It is so distinct and 
so widespread, Dr. Seabury told 
the Junior League in St. Louis a 
few days ago, that the psycholo- 
gists have a regular name for per- 
sons who suffer from it. They are 
**be-loveds.”’ They “wanna be 
loved,” as some dozens of popular 
songs have wailed it. And the psy- 
chologist made it pretty clear, in 
somewhat more polite language, 
that anybody who expects to find 
happiness going around wanting to 
be loved—or staying at home and 
wanting to be loved—is just a plain 
sap. 

The cure? Well, suggested Dr. 
Seabury, forget your whining lit- 
tle ego and try doing.a little loving 
yourself. Paraphrasing the Bib- 
lical “Resist not evil, but ovecome 
evil with good,” resort to ‘“con- 
structive nonresistance;” overcome 
the “evil’’ attitude with a positive 
emotion. To escape from the un- 


natural, dwarfing abnormality, 
find your own normal, natural 
“growing principle,” and then— 
grow up. 


As Candide concluded, “We must 
cultivate our own garden.” Build 
your happiness, marital and other- 
wise, on yourself, and not on what 
you expect from someone. else. 
“Going half way’ is not enough. 
Try going 60 per cent of the way, 
and then, if the other party will 
come 60 per cent of the way, Dr. 
Seabury remarked, you have a 20 
per cent margin of safety.

OR the origin of the querulous, 
F vost-cait worries and ‘“‘cussed- 

ness” of the ‘“be-loved,” the 
psychologist had to go clear back 
to infancy. In fact, he said that 
the causes of most divorces arose 
before the parties were 5 years old, 
rarely if ever in the period of mar- 
riage itself. And sometimes, he 
made clear, the causes arose even 
earlier than  that—back some- 
where in the respective family 
trees, when an ancestor brought in 
a trait that clashed. Beyond the 
essential attraction there must be 
a harmonious hereditary back- 
ground. Pituitaries and thyroids 
must match, for there was an en- 
docrine basis of temperament and 
therefore of compatibility. Intelli- 
gence levels must be the same, or 
at least mutually accessible. 

Despite the fact that the mar- 
riages of last June had begun hay- 
ing Opportunities to go wrong a 
dozen or more generations ago, Dr. 
Seabury said that 60 per cent of 
marriages on the verge Of a crash 
could be saved by consultation with 
a psychologist. They began-to im- 
prove the minute the psychologist 
began to talk as though a divorce 
were dead easy and a matter of 
course. “The wife gets tears in her 
eyes, and the husband starts trying 
to grab hold of her.” 

He was of the opinion, however, 
that not all the enormous increase 
in divorce—600 per cent in 30 
yeara—meant decay of civilizatién. 
Some of it might mean develop- 
ment of civilization in a growing 
understanding of real marriage 
and consequent refusal to put up 
“Marriage 
was not sanctified in the Christian 
church until the twelfth century,” 
he said. “Jesus never sanctified 
marriage. He sanctified love. 

“At the thought of divorce one 
is accustomed to quote, ‘Whom God 
has jointed together.’ But the 
Bible teaches all through that the 
synonym for God is love, Let us 
then say, “Whom love has joined 
together, let no man put asunder.’ 

“The fact that a Justice of the 
Peace has performed a certain cer- 
emony does not make a marriage. 
There’s nothing wrong with mar- 
riage. There’s something enormous- 
ly wrong with what we make of 
it from ignorance of human nature. 
We'll never get anywhere by trying 
to change the institution from the 
outside in. We must work on it 
from the inside out.”

Early Training of Many Persons Pre- 

vents Them From Finding Happiness 
in Marriage. 


itself so long as nobody else came 
along; companionate or comradely 
love, “a satisfactory basis of com- 
patibility if both are past 60;” 
propinquity love, “based on the 
fact that they both like peanuts, 
live on the same street, are both 
“P_-D’s — perfect dancers;” and 
frigid love, which meant “they 
married for what they could get 
out of it.’’, 

Remarking that Shakspeare 
“just had to kill Romeo and Juliet” 
to avoid a worse tragedy, he pointed 
out that romantic ideals — the 
childish illusions of a Dream Girl 
or a Prince Charming—were vi- 
cious and devastating. 

“One of the greatest causes of 
marriage failure is the dream of 
an Ideal She,” Dr. Seabury ex- 
plained. “He expects her to be a 
cross between St. Cecelia. Cleo- 
patra, Jeanne d’Arc and Maude 
Adams. Ste expects him to a cross 
between Hercules, Richard Coeur 
de Lion and Lindbergh. They con- 
tinually compare one another with 
the respective ideals, and of course 
it doesn’t work.’”’ 


“Outstanding among the funda- 
mental causes of divorce is the en- 
thronement that begins in infancy. 
Everyone makes over baby. Baby's 
ego grows and grows until, about 
the age of 5, it begins to get in the 
way of adults. Mother takes a swat 
at him—there’s no other word for 
it—father takes a swat at him, ani 
so on around to the brothers and 
sisters and uncles and aunts. 

“But it doesn’t kill the ego. The 
ego stays, and with it, a growing 
desire of further enthronement and 
fear of dethronement. The baby 
grows up uneasy and egocentric, 
with the delusion that he can be 
happy wanting to be loved. We 
have a type in psychology—the 
‘be-loved’—always worrying about! 
how much love he’s getting, never | 
about how much love he’s giving. | 

“That egocentricity is the cause | 
of most our troubles, even includ- | 
ing delusions of persecution. That 
delusion of persecution couldn’t 
exist if you’d only quit worrying 
about how your little ego is going 
to be treated.” 

For reassurance he cited the re- 
course to “constructive non-re- 
sistance,” the process of Overcom-— 
ing a negative quality with a posi- | 
tive emotion, on the principle that. 
“you can’t have two 
dominant at one time,” 

He was asked how a mother, 
could get a spoiled child out of. 
“enthronement” when she didn’t | 
want to “swat him out of it.”” The 
question, he said, was fundamental. 
The parent had to start with her- 
self, retrace her own life, and at- 
tempt to get intimately acquainted 
with herself as she was at the age 
of her child, to realize vividly just

what her own difficulties were. 
With that common denominator, 
she might then begin to talk to 
the child, to carry him in fancy 
baek into her own childhood, and. 
in terms of her own experience, to 
show him what attitudes of his own 
were handicaps and how he might 
begin giving them up. Each step 
required devoted effort, a measure 
of good sense, as evident from 4di- 
rections much more elaborate than 
can be adequately retold here. 


E advocated the teaching of 
H complete physiology, not the 

sort that gives “a truncated 
picture of the human body”: and, 
from kindergarten through college, 
of psychology and mental hygiene, 
so that boys and girls by the time 
they reached the marrying age 
would know something about 
themselves and how to stay sane 
without staying single. 

“And moreover,” he added, “we 
should have compulsory parent 
training. We send young men to 
college for four years to learn how 
to raise hogs, but can you show me 
a college that devotes four years 
to teaching how to raise children?”

Either party could 
obtain freedom upon petition with- 
out trial, except that the state re- 
served the right to determine their 
responsibility to the _ state, the 
home and the children.

go,”” he said. 


“Yet the Norwegian 
law has worked out so that Nor- 
way has fewer divorces now than 
before. The minute you say there's 
nothing in the way they begin to 
think twice.”
